GOLD COAST PIECE-GOODS IMPORTS.

(United Kingdom, £101,069); cotton, sewing, £4,639 
(United Kingdom, £4,280) ; cotton, unenumerated, 
£17,985 (United Kingdom, £10,822); hosiery, £359 
(United Kingdom, £75); and velveteen, £6,172 (United 
Kingdom, £2,894).

NETHERLAND EAST INDIES. 


IMPORTING CONDITIONS AND 
PROSPECTS. 


The twenty months to October, 1928, was a period 
of continued progress, writes Mr. H. A. N. Bluett, 
British Commercial Agent at Batavia, in his *RKeport on 
Economic Conditions in the Netherland East Indies. 
The high hopes entertained for a return of exceptional 
prosperity, as a result of the greater productive power 
of the Outer Possessions, were not, however, entirely 
fulfilled, but for the cause of disappointment one must 
look beyond local happenings and to those industrial 
nations abroad on which the country is dependent for 
the sale of her ever-increasing production of tropical 
produce. 

Industrial unrest followed by unemployment in the 
manufacturing countries of the West has led to their 
purchasing power failing to keep pace with the producing 
power of Eastern countries, so much so that there is now 
a surplus of those commodities on which the country 
depends for her prosperity. A steady fall in the prices 
obtainable for the principal exports took place during 
1928, and in view of the heavy stocks in terminal 
markets an improvement is hardly to be expected 
in the near future. It is, therefore, not likely that 
any advance will be recorded in the present year in the 
value of foreign trade, though there is every indication 
that the output of both estates and native holdings 
will exceed all previous records and that production 
costs will be considerably lower than during the past 
year, so that it may be anticipated that satisfactory 
profits will be earned by most agricultural undertakings. 

The Netherland East Indies depends very largely 
on the profits made by agricultural activities for internal 
development, as well as for power to purchase foreign 
goods. It therefore follows that if the commercial 
progress which has been so noticeable during the past 
four years is to continue, markets must be found for 
exportable surpluses at prices which will assure a return 
of income for the continuance of State and private enter- 
prises of a progressive and constructive nature. Happily, 
the agricultural interests are many and varied, and 
though the major industries particularly rubber, sugar, 
tea and tin—have been caught in the decline of prices, 
there are minor industries of more recent development 
in which prospects are brighter and which are attracting 
foreign capital for wider exploitation, noticeably so 
oil palm and fibre cultivation. 





FOREIGN TRADE, 1926-28. 


The balance of foreign trade continues in favour of 
exports, and for the first six months of 1928 was 
255,196,000 florins, imports being valued at 487,076,000 
fis. and exports at 742,272,000 fis. 

Imports to Java during the first nine months of 1928 
showed a considerable advance in both volume and 
value in comparison with the same period of 1927, and 
in consequence importers had a profitable year. The 
imports of merchandise to the Outer Islands on private 
account in the period January—August, 1928, was valued 
for Customs assessment at 216 522,000 florins, as against 
327,214,000 fils. for the full year in 1927, a proportionate 
decline which was due to lesser prosperity in the native 
rubber districts of South Sumatra and South and East 
Borneo. 

The United States made great progress last year as 
a result of a substantial increase in the import of 
American automobiles, but also because American 
exporters have within the last three years given greater 
attention to the Netherland East Indian market and 
spent money freely in consolidating the position they 
have gained.

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Great Britain supplied a greater volume of piece- 
goods than in 1927, and also made headway in certain 
machinery lines; but, as far as can be judged at the 
time of writing, her position as a whole shows only a 
small improvement, and it is doubtful if more than a 
half per cent. of the total import trade has been gained 
during the current year. No doubt opportunities are 
offering for a greater sale of British goods, but as long 
as manufacturers rely almost entirely on locally-estab- 
lished Dutch and German firms to push their sales and 
disregard all suggestions which aim at the establishing 
in this country of British selling combines, there is little 
hope of any progress being made. 

It must be realised that to manufacture an article 
competitive in quality and price is only half the battle, 
the other half is to see that our selling organisation in 
consuming countries is as efficient and far-reaching as 
that of our competitors. Modern tendency is to look 
for service, and adequate service can only be given 
when the manufacturer is represented in foreign markets 
by salesmen who have the interests of their principals 
at heart and know every phase of the business they are 
promoting. 

While the official returns for countries of origin are a 
valuable guide to the trade position held by foreign 
countries; they are, in a measure, misleading, inasmuch 
as transhipment goods, which are not shipped on a 
through bill of lading, are credited to the country of last 
shipment, and not to the country of origin. 

Great Britain, Canada and Sweden may be cited as 
countries that are not fully credited for merchandise 
originating in those countries and finally imported into 
the Netherland East Indies, while the Straits Settle- 
ments, the United States and Germany are, by the 
official returns issued by the Statistical Department, 
credited with more than their true share. 

The explanation is simple. British goods are landed 
at Singapore or Penang and re-sold to Sumatra and 
other Outer Island ports; they are, therefore, officially 
recorded as imports from the Straits Settlements. 
Canadian goods are delivered to exporters in the United 
States, and arrive as originating from the latter country. 
Manufactures of Swedish origin sold to Dutch and 
German exporters are arriving in increasing quantities. 
Shipments are made from Dutch and German ports, 
but as there is no indication in the invoices that such 
goods are of Swedish origin, they are officially recorded as 
imports from Holland or Germany. 

Direct imports from Great Britain in 1927 were valued 
at £38,000 less than in 1926. This is offset by increased 
re-exports of British goods from Singapore to East and 
South-East Sumatra ports and West and South-West 
Borneo ports. It is believed that the greater volume of 
British manufactures reaching the Outer Islands via 
Singapore more than compensates for the small loss in 
direct shipments. 


Import TRADING CHANGES AND PROSPECTS. 


It has been noticeable that wholesale importers are 
confining their activities more and more to branded 
articles for which they hold a sole agency, bazaar articles 
and bulk shipments goods. These are lines in which 
their strong financial position enables them to purchase 
at favourable terms and on which profitable business 
depends on a large turnover. Wearing apparel, sports 
goods, luxury articles and other goods usually associated 
with sales in a general stores, are being imported to a 
greater extent than previously by the retailers them- 
selves. This remark refers also to Chinese firms that 
are now combining in importing and retailing business. 

The time has now gone by when agents for foreign 
manufacturers can readily be appointed. Well-estab- 
lished local importers have so wide a choice of repre- 
sentations for British, American and Continental manu- 
facturers that they look for the co-operation of manu- 
facturers and elect to represent those firms—irrespective 
of nationality—that are prepared to allow consignment 
goods and agree to contribute towards the cost of local 
advertising. In specialised products, such as machinery, 
it is no uncommon occurrence for principals to attach 
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a factory-trained man to their local agents. Such an 
appointment forms a link between manufacturers and 
importers, and is to be recommended as a means of 
building up goodwill for both parties. 


It may be anticipated that a steady demand will rule 
for the specialised machinery required by estates, and 
also for hydro-electric plants, gas engines, oil engines, 
transformers, dynamos and motors. The demand for 
provisions and beverages is increasing yearly, as also 
for household articles, earthenware and wearing apparel, 
while greater prosperity among the natives of Java 
assures a steady demand for bazaar articles. 


Important works of a constructional nature will be 
taken in hand during the next twelve months, so that 
there should be no falling off in the demand for building 
materials, structural iron and steel, galvanised sheeting 
and cement. The demand for road transport has never 
been greater, so that prospects are decidedly favourable 
for the automobile trade, and equally so for road rollers, 
asphalt, bridging materials and all requirements for 
road maintenance. 


Commercially, the Netherland East Indies is steadily 
advancing in importance, while agricultural and in- 
dustrial developments assure a continuance of progress. 
As a market for foreign goods, the Dutch Colonies are 
among the most important in the East, and perhaps 
now also the most difficult in which to effect sales 
through the existing channels. Nevertheless, the 
possibilities offering for the sale of British goods are so 
attractive that manufacturers should not hesitate to 
establish, singly or in combination, their own selling 
organisation in the principal trading centres when their 
efforts to gain a footing by other means have failed. 





BRITISH POSTAL TRAFFIC. 


AVERAGE DAILY RECEIPTS. 


In the * Journal” of 19th July last a table was 
given showing the average receipts of the Post Office 
in Great Britain from postal traffic, per working day, 
for each month from January, 1924, to June, 1928. 
Telegraph and Telephone receipts, Savings Bank, and 
Money and Postal Order business are excluded. The 
value of postage stamps used for receipt stamp and 
other revenue duties is included. The figures are an 
approximately correct index of the movement from 
month to month of the amount of postal traffic 
handled, expressed in terms of postage.

GREAT BRITAIN AND NORTHERN 
IRELAND. 


OCCUPATIONS OF EMIGRANTS AND 
IMMIGRANTS OF BRITISH 
NATIONALITY. 


In the “ Journal” of 7th March (pages 305-313) par- 
ticulars were given of the passenger movement from and 
to the United Kingdom (Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland) in 1927 and 1928, and also the numbers of 
British migrants in those years, distinguishing male 
and female adults of 12 years of age and upwards from 
children under 12. In the following tables are shown 
the particulars of the occupations of emigrants and 
immigrants of British nationality who left, or arrived 
n, Great Britain and Northern Ireland during 1928; 
similar particulars for 1927 were published in the 
* Journal’ dated 12th April, 1928 (pages 459-464). 

‘* Adults ” are classified in the statutory passenger 
returns as persons of 12 years of age and upwards, in 
accordance with the requirements of the Merchant 
Shipping Acts, but for the purpose of occupational 
classification the minimum age for an adult worker has 
been taken as 18 years. From 1921 the occupations 
recorded as followed by British emigrants and immi- 
grants of 18 years of age and over have been classified 
in ten groups for males and six groups for females, and 
the results for 1928 are shown in this detail in the 
tables, which also distinguish the numbers to and from 
the principal countries. 

The number of British migrants included in these 
occupational groups and the total number of ~ statute 
adults ’ in 1927 and 1928 are shown below; the differ- 
ences between the respective totals would be made up 
to a large extent by persons of school age and by others 
not in settled occupations :—

It will be seen from the above table that the emigrants 
of 12 and under 18 years of age averaged rather more 
than 13 per cent. of the aggregate number of males and 
about 9 per cent. of the aggregate number of females 
over 12 years old during 1927 and 1928; of the immi- 
grants over 12 years old only about 4 per cent. of the 
males and 5 per cent. of the females were in the age 
group 12 to 17. 


OCCUPATIONS OF EMIGRANTS AND IMMIGRANTS TO

As explained above, the noticeable increases in 1928 
in the percentages of male emigrants from England and 
Wales and from Scotland who were classed as employed 
in mining and quarrying and as labourers (not in agri- 
culture or transport) was due to the numbers recruited 
for harvest work in Canada whose recorded occupations 
fell within those groups.

BREEZE AND CLINKER AGGREGATES. 


Investigations by the Department of Scientific and 
Industrial Research have been proceeding at their 
Building Research Station for some time into the causes 
of failure experienced with breeze and clinker concretes. 
The object is to evolve simple methods to enable their 
soundness to be tested, and a description of the proposed 


tests is given in Building Research Bulletin No. 5. 
(H.M. Stationery Office, price 6d. net.) 


The details of the experimental work and particulars 
of the results on which these tests are based will be of 
interest to special sections of the industry, to research 
workers in the same field, and to other scientific 
investigators. 


They have accordingly been published in *Technical 
Paper No. 7. The investigations have been compre- 
hensive in scope, and not only have the scientific aspects 
of the subject been fully considered, but care has been 
taken to examine all typical cases of the uses of breeze 
and clinker, for example, in poured concrete as well as 
in pre-cast blocks and partition slabs, and pressed 
bricks.

one day, and was extensive and accompanied by thunder- 
storms in North-East India on one day. Elsewhere the 
weather was dry except for a few local fails of rain in 
places. 

CROPS. 


Madras, 9th March: The weather was dry. The 
condition of standing crops was generally fair to good, 
excepts in parts of Bellary, Ramnad and Madura. The 
outturns of paddy in the Central and Southern districts, 
and of dry crops in the Central districts, are generally 
fair to normal. 

Bihar and Orissa, 11th March: Rainfall was light in 
Patna, Gaya, Champaran, Darbhanga, Monghyr, Purnea, 
Santhal Parganas, Ranchi, Palamau and Manbhum: 
rainfall was nil elsewhere. Standing rabi crops are 
doing well. In the Feudatory States of Orissa and 
Chota Nagpur the weather was seasonable. 

Punjab, llth March : The weather was dry, and rain 
is badly needed. The condition of standing irrigated 
crops is generally below the average to average, and of 
unirrigated crops is below the average. 

Bengal, 13th March: Light rainfall was general 
almost throughout; it facilitated the cultivation of jute 
and autumn paddy, and benefited standing crops 
generally. 

Central Provinces, 11th March: The weather gener- 
ally was clear. 

Assam, 18th March: The weather was seasonable 
and favourable for agricultural operations. Crop out- 
turns and prospects are fair. 

The monthly report for the United Provinces says that 
rainfall during February was below normal throughout. 
Light showers fell in places during the second week. 
Otherwise the month was practically rainless. Agri- 
cultural operations are progressing favourably, and 
standing crops generally are doing well. Crop prospects 
generally are favourable, and the estimated outturn is 
75 to 94 per cent. of normal. MHailstorms, frost and 
insect pests are reported to have damaged crops some- 
what, but the injury is not widespread. 





MALAYAN RUBBER STOCKS. 


An official cablegram from Singapore to the Malay 
States Information Agency in London gives the stocks 
of rubber on 28th February as 27,717 tons at Singapore, 
6,115 tons at Penang, 1,554 tons at Malacca, 128 tons 
in Wellesley Province, and 67 tons at Dindings, making 
a total of 35,581 tons. 





UNITED STATES BUSINESS CONDITIONS. 


Retail trade in the country districts during the last 
fortnight was slightly hurt by rain and snow storms, 
states a cable received by the London Office of the 
Guaranty Trust Company of New York. Jobbing and 
wholesale trade is increasing at the large business 
centres. Sales of 24 leading store chains in February 
totalled 99,473,771 dollars, or 21,778,356 dols. more 
than in the second month of last year. February 
failures were 1,965, or 22 per cent. below the previous 
month, and 17:7 per cent. under those of February, 
1928 ; liabilities amounted to 34,035,772 dols., or 5 per 
cent. less than a year ago. Professor Irving Fisher’s 
index of wholesale commodity prices for the week 
ended 9th March was 98-2, against 98-4 in the previous 
week, and 98:0 two weeks before. 





BRAZILIAN FOREIGN TRADE IN 1928.

According to “‘ Wileman’s Brazilian Review,’’ imports 
and exports in 1928 amounted in value to £90,656,000 
and £97,426,000, as compared with £79,634,000 and 
£88,689,000 respectively in 1927. The favourable trade 
balance last year amounted to £6,770,000, as against 








£9,055,000 in the previous year.

NORTH-EAST COAST EXHIBITION. 
EMPIRE MARKETING BoarpD PAVILION. 


The Department of Overseas Trade is erecting, on 
behalf of the Empire Marketing Board, a pavilion in 
the North-East Coast Exhibition of Industry, Science 
and Art, to be held in Newcastle from May to October 
this year. 

The pavilion will consist of two floors, the lower con- 
taining a cinema in which will be shown the latest and 
most interesting films of the Empire and its industries, 
and a reception room panelled with Empire timbers 
and containing period furniture made from Empire 
woods. There will also be a model kitchen, in which 
demonstrations will be given of the cooking of dishes 
prepared throughout from Empire products. 

On the upper floor of the pavilion there will be a 
display illustrating the various activities of the Empire 
Marketing Board, as well as exhibits of foodstuffs pro- 
duced within the United Kingdom (arranged by the 
Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries) and of Dominion 
and Colonial products. These exhibits will be re- 
arranged from time to time as the various commodities 
come into season. 


BUCHAREST RADIO EXHIBITION. 


The First International Exhibition of Radio Appa- 
ratus in Roumania will be held, under official patronage, 
from 15th April to Ist June this year, in the pavilions 
of the Park Carol, Bucharest. 

Models and samples sent for the Exhibition will be 
admitted into Roumania duty free. 

Now that most of the restrictions on the importation 
and use of radio apparatus in Roumania have been 
removed, it would, in the opinion of the British Com- 
mercial Secretary at Bucharest, be advisable for British 
firms to take part in the Exhibition, as Roumania 
offers an increasing market for radio appliances of all 
kinds, and competitive firms in other countries already do 
good business there and are very active in advertising.

PRAGUE AGRICULTURAL EXHIBITION. 


As previously announced, an Agricultural Exhibition 
will be held at Prague from 15th to 21st May. 

Space in the open will be leased at 24 to 48 ké. per 
square metre, according to position; space under 
cover, 4 sq. metre plots at 500 ké. and larger stands at 
80 ké. per sq. metre. Attention is drawn to the fact 
that 30 ké. per sq. metre is charged for wall space 
whether the wall has been applied for or not. Semi- 
covered stands may be leased at 800 ke. for 20 sq. 
metres, smaller places in proportion. 

The Fair authorities have made arrangements for 
reduced freights on goods and stock for the Exhibition, 
and items under Tariff Nos. 526 up to 546 (all kinds of 
machinery and apparatus) will enter, for the Exhibition 
only, free of duty and exempt from the import licence 
regulations.

The Annual Sample Fair at Ljubljana will be held 
this year from 30th May to 9th June in combination 
with a Motor Show. 

It is stated that at last year’s Fair there were 706 
exhibitors, of whom 172 were foreign. The number of 
annual visitors to the Fair varies from 120,000 to 
150,000. 

An Autumn Fair, to include forestry, shooting, and 
fishing exhibits, will be held from 3lst August to 
9th September.

BRITISH EAST AFRICA. 


RECENT CONDITIONS IN INDUSTRY AND 
TRADE. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Nairobi reports, as a result 
of the recent visit of his representative to the main coastal 
centres, as under :— 


In Mombasa the improved economic situation still exists. 
The Bazaar is very healthy and there is no tightness of 
money, while bills, except in minor cases, are being met at 
due date. The gradual reduction of old stocks to their 
present tevel, which may be said to approximate the 
reasonable absorption power of the Territory, and the 
prospect of a heavy Uganda cotton crop allow an optimistic 
outlook for the coming year. Indenting for the Uganda 
season has mainly been done direct from Kampala and 
has, from all appearances, been kept within reasonable 
limits, and there is little fear that the close of the season 
will find an excess of any magnitude in stocks. 


In Dar-es-Salaam general opinion, which is borne out 
by Customs figures for the year, is that 1928 was a normal 
trading year. The failure of the groundnut crop has been, 
to a certain extent, compensated by the increased cotton 
crop and the good prices paid to growers. Stocks generally 
are very much reduced, although certain Continental firms 
are reported still to have large amounts on hand, but this 
reduction has mainly been effected through disposal at no 
profit or even below replacement costs. The Bazaar is 
carrying fair stocks, but the tendency now is to exercise 
much greater caution and to draw on the importing firms 
for only immediate requirements. Generally, indenting 
is becoming more popular than importing for wholesale 
account. 


Trade in Zanzibar is very dull: a crop of some 80,000 
frazilas was expected from the present picking, but this has 
not materialised and very little picking has taken place. 
In consequence there is little money circulating either 
from the crop or from wages. A number of Indian firms 
have been caught very badly on forward contracts with 
cloves and at the present duty-paid price of Rs. 31 some 
serious losses will be sustained. The entrepdt trade 
formerly undertaken continues to decline and imports are 
diminishing. 

CREDIT CONDITIONS. 


In Mombasa there has been no shortening of the existing 
credit terms. The Continental firms still give 120 days and 
there are cases of 150 and 180 days being granted; no firms 
give less than 90 and, while they try to adhere to these 
terms, competition often forces them to give 120 days or 
extend to that length if called upon to do so. Bills are 
being met promptly enough, and it is not tightness of 
money which is keeping up the length of credit terms but 
rather the fact that small traders have grown so accustomed 
to long credit that they look upon it as a normal right. 
Any reduction in length of credit must be by concerted 
action, and so long as the Continental firms continue to 
allow long credits the others must follow suit. Unfortu- 
nately, there seems to be little hope of any change being 
effected in the immediate future. 


The tendency in Tanganyika is towards more caution 
and shorter terms in giving credit; these terms are usually 
90-120 days, but 60 is not unknown. With business possible 
at only a small margin of profit, it is essential that credit 
terms be curtailed to allow a greater turnover of capital 
during the year. The practice of direct retailing on con- 
signment by certain large import firms, while still obtaining 
with two or three Continental and one English firm in 
Dar-es-Salaam, did not grow to any large dimensions, and 
appears to be falling off. The main reason for the non- 
success of this scheme was that the retailers, by previous 
dealings and, in many cases, outstanding bills, are so 
closely associated with the Indian merchanting houses that 
the latter can bring a lot of influence to bear on their 
actions. Probably a part of the returns from the goods

held on consignment by these retailers has been applied to 
meeting previous outstanding debts to Indian merchants. 


CoTTOoN PIECE-GoOoDs., 


Stocks of cotton piece-goods in Mombasa are very much 
reduced, and what old stocks there are should be disposed 
of during the present Uganda season; the heaviest stocks 
carried would appear to be in hodrunks, kikoys and other 
woven goods. Current indents show a fairly big demand 
for khaki drill and hair cords, also for a certain quantity 
of cotton brocades, and these would seem to be the popular 
lines for the Uganda season. Continental art silks are still 
coming in, but the demand does not appear to be very great. 

In Dar-es-Salaam there are still heavy stocks of wovens, 
and these remain subject to considerable price-cutting in 
order to liquefy stocks. Japanese flannels apparently 
command a good sale, and in the other Japanese ranges 
printed coloured wovens are also moving well. Competition 
is still very strong, and although no new lines have been 
introduced recently, manufacturers change their patterns 
from shipment to shipment.

In addition to the satisfactory increase in exports is the 
growth in transit trade to Ruanda—Urundi and the Belgian 
Congo. At the present a considerable amount of railway 
building material is being carried for the Uvira—Kivu 
Railway, which is in course of construction. There being 
an excess profits duty imposed in the Belgian territory, 
various mining and other companies are improving their 
native housing factories, etc., out of profits, and this con- 
struction has further increased the flow of building materials. 
During the past year some of the excess stocks of cotton 
piece-goods in Tanganyika have been offloaded on to the 
Belgian Congo market, but in the majority of cases it has 
been at very little or no profit.

DISTRIBUTION OF TRADE IN JANUARY. 


The Dominion Bureau of Statistics, Ottawa, report that 
during January last imports for consumption and Canadian 
exports amounted in value to 96,958,301 dollars and 
94,942,041 dols., while during the twelve months ended 
January, 1929, the respective totals were 1,239,769,800 dols. 
and 1,362,128,965 dols. The total value of the trade with 
the British Empire was—imports, 20,898,512 dols., and 
exports, 27,146,130 dolls.

THE TIMBER TRADE. 


Preliminary Report No. 23 of the Census of Production 
taken in the Irish Free State in 1926 deals with the timber 
trade and returns were received from 228 establishments 
at which timber products were made for sale. At 78 of 
these concerns the gross output value of goods made did 
not in each case exceed £500 and in the aggregate amounted 
to only £24,000, or an average of about £300 each. It was 
not found possible to obtain, in respect of most of these 
small concerns, accurate particulars of materials used, 
numbers employed, wages and salaries paid, etc., and 
accordingly they have been omitted from this summary. 
The Report, therefore, refers only to the remaining 150 
larger establishments. 


GROSS AND NET OUTPUT. 


The total value of goods made and work done at the 
150 establishments in 1926 was £942,420. Of this amount 
£413,874 was in respect of saw mill products and £466,690 
manufactures of timber. 

The total cost of materials used was £466,456 and com- 
prised timber, £435,286, fuel, oils, etc., £20,793, purchased 
bags, cases, ete., £7,374, and amounts paid to other firms, 
£3,003. 

The net output of the 150 establishments in 1926 was 
therefore £475,964. 


SALARIES AND WAGES: EMPLOYMENT. 


The total amount paid in salaries and wages in 1926 by 
the 150 establishments was £363,877, of which sum salaries 
accounted for £41,564 and wages and earnings £322,313. 


The number of persons engaged on 16th October, 1926, 
in the establishments whose output is included in this 
Report was 2,859, of whom 2,802 were males and 57 females. 


Of the 150 establishments whose returns were used, 
124 stated that work was carried on continuously during 
the whole year; 10 were at work between 260 and 289 days; 
6 from 200 to 259 days; and 10 worked less than 200 days 
during the year. The number of hours per week normally 
worked by wage earners was, in the case of 45 establish- 
ments, 50 hours and over ; at 46 establishments, 48 and 
49 hours; at 33 establishments, 47 hours; at 18 establish- 
ments between 44 and 46 hours ; and at 8 establishments 


less than 44 hours. 
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CAPACITY OF ENGINES, ETC. 

The effective horse-power of prime movers was 6,085, 
the kilowatt capacity of electric generators was 617, and 
the rated horse-power of electric motors (exclusive of 
converters and transformers) was 1,132.

FRANCE. 


FOREIGN TRADE IN JANUARY. 


The returns of French foreign trade for January show 
that the value of imports amounted to 5,173 million frances, 
as against 4,078 million frs., in the. first month of last year, 
an increase of 1,095 million frs., or nearly 27 per cent. 
That of exports was 3,702 million frs., as against 4,020 
million frs., a decrease of 318 million frs., or about 8 per 
cent. Imports of foodstuffs rose by 279 million frs., those 
of raw materials by 557 million frs., and those of manu- 
factured articles by 258 million frs. Exports of foodstuffs 
fell by 62 million frs., of raw materials by 44 million frs., 
and of manufactured articles by 211 million frs. During 
the month under review there was an unfavourable balance 
of visible exchanges amounting to 1,471 million frs., 
whereas in January, 1928, the unfavourable balance was 
only 58 million frs. 

As regards weight, imports in January amounted to 
4,316,000 tons, as against 3,542,000 tons in the corre- 
sponding month of last year, an increase of 774,000 tons, 
or 22 per cent., and exports to 3,006,000 tons, as against 
3,031,000 tons, a decrease of 25,000 tons. Imports of 
foodstuffs rose by 153,000 tons, of raw materials by 
531,000 tons, and of manufactured articles by 88,000 tons. 
Experts of foodstuffs fell by 37,000 tons, and of raw 
materials by 4,000 tons, but there was an increase in those 
o. manufactured articles of 16,000 tons,

TARIFF COMMISSION'S REPORT ON

The Board of Trade have received, through the Dominions 
Office, a copy of the above-mentioned Report.

The Tariff proper consists, as hitherto, of two Schedules 
—one of dutiable articles and one of goods exempted from 
Customs duty. There are numerous changes in the rates 
of duty, but, as-in the former Tariff, a very general rate 
(and one applicable to goods not specially mentioned in the 
Tariff) is 15 per cent. ad valorem under the Full Tariff, and 
10 per cent. ad valorem under the Preferential Tariff.

EMPIRE PREFERENCE. 


The “ Government Gazette ’’ of Southern Rhodesia for 
lst February contains a Notification (No. 72) which states 
that the following British Possessions, having granted 
equivalent reciprocal privileges to Southern Rhodesia, will 
be allowed the rebate of Customs duties provided for in 
section 2 of the Customs and Excise Tariff Act, 1926, with 
effect from Ist January, 1929, viz.: Canada, New Zealand, 
Irish Free State, Fiji Islands, British Guiana, Barbados, 
British Honduras, Windward Islands, Trinidad and Tobago, 
and Cyprus.

AUSTRIA. 


TARIFF MODIFICATIONS (AGREEMENT

An Additional Protocol signed on 30th December, 1927, 
to the Commercial Treaty of 28th April, 1923, between 
Austria and Italy, provides for a modification of the 
Customs duties applicable to certain goods imported into 
Austria. These modifications came into effect on 26th 
February, 1929, i.e., eight days after the ratifications of 
the Instrument were exchanged.

FRENCH INDO-CHINA. 





TARIFF CHANGES. 


The ‘Journal Officiel”? of French Indo-China for 
25th December contains a Decree of the same date which 
promulgates in the Protectorate parts of various Laws and 
Decrees which have been issued in France (since August, 
1927) affecting the Customs Tariff. This involves very 
extensive changes in the Customs Tariff of French Indo-

ITALY. 





SALT AND TOBACCO MONOPOLIES. 


The ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale’? (Rome) for 26th February 
contains a Law, dated 21st January, respecting the Italian 
salt and tobacco monopolies. The text of the Law, which 
supersedes previous legislation on the subject, may be seen 
by persons interested on application to the Department of 
Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, London, 8.W. 1. 


SALT. 


The Law provides, inter alia, that the extraction, produc- 
tion, importation, and sale of salt is a monopoly reserved 
to the State, the term “salt”? covering any mixture of 
soluble salts in which chlorine is present in a proportion 
exceeding 15-2 per cent. and sodium exceeding 9:8 per 
cent. As regards import, all products containing sodium 
chloride in a proportion exceeding 25 per cent. are assimilated 
to salt. The salt monopoly applies to the whole territory 
of the Kingdom except Sicily, Sardinia and the small 
adjacent islands, the province of Zara, and the Communes 
of Livigno and Campione d’ Intelvi. 

Provision is made for the importation of specified quan- 
tities of table salt for the personal use of the importer. 
The Administration may also authorise the importation 
of special types of edible salt, under control. Special 
regulations are laid down regarding the importation of the 
following articles, when containing more than 25 per cent. 
of salt, viz., carbonate of soda, meat extracts, condensed 
broths, prepared soups, yeast, Stassfurt potash salts, and 
colours. 

TOBACCO. 


As regards tobacco, the manufacture, preparation, im- 
portation and sale are reserved to the State, and the 
importation, etc., of tobacco substitutes is prohibited. The 
monopoly operates in the whole of the Kingdom, except 
the province of Zara and the Communes of Livigno and 
Campione d’Intelvi. Manufactured tobacco for the per- 
sonal use of the importer may, however, be imported 
subject to the payment of monopoly duty and compliance 
with prescribed conditions. 
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POLAND. 


CONDITIONAL FREE ENTRY OF NITRATE OF 


CALCIUM. 


In virtue of an Order dated 7th February and effective 
as from 3rd March, nitrate of calcium containing between 
5 and 8 per cent. inclusive of nitrate of ammonia may be 
imported into Poland free of duty, subject to special 
permit from the Ministry of Finance. (Free entry, on the 
same condition, is already permitted in respect of nitrate 
of calcium containing not more than 5 per cent. of nitrate 
of ammonia. ) 


DRAWBACK OF IMPORT DUTY. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Warsaw 
reports that in virtue of an Order, dated 3lst January and 
effective as from 4th March, the Customs duty paid on 
imported raw and auxiliary materials used in the manu- 
facture in Poland of zinc white subsequently exported 
from Poland will be refunded at the rate of 7-50 zlote 
per 100 kilogs. of zine white. 





TURKEY. 


DUTY ON FLOUR TEMPORARILY REDUCED. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Con- 
stantinople has forwarded copy of a Law passed by the 
Grand National Assembly on 18th February, and in force 
as from the date of promulgation, providing for a reduced 
Customs duty on wheat flour imported into Turkey until 
15th November, 1929. 


The basic import duty on wheat flour has hitherto been 
95 piastres per 100 kilogs.; but the duties actually leviable 
(i.e., basic duties multiplied by co-efficient) have been 1,140 
piastres per 100 kilogs. in the case of wheat flour from 
countries having a commercial treaty or convention with 
Turkey (co-efficient 12), and 1,425 piastres per 100 kilogs. 
in the case of such flour from other countries (co-efficient 15). 


The new Law fixes the basic duty at 46 piastres per 100 
kilogs. up to the end of August, after which (and until 
15th November, when the Law expires) the basic duty may 
be increased to 60 piastres per 100 kilogs. The co-efficients 
remain applicable, but the law authorises the Government 
to suspend, so far as the taxation of wheat flour is con- 
cerned, the application of the Law applying a co-efficient 
of 15 (instead of the normal co-efficient of 12) in the case of 
imports from non-treaty countries.

BRITISH INDIA. 


TARIFF BOARD ENQUIRY: FABRICATED 
STEEL TOWERS. 


The “Indian Trade Journal” for 2Ist February 
announces that the Indian Tariff Board is enquiring into 
representations regarding the duty on fabricated steel 
towers for transmission systems. It is stated that such 
towers are at present admitted free of duty as “*‘ machinery ”’ 
under Tariff No. 18 A (3) and (5) and that as a result Indian 
manufacturers are placed at a considerable disadvantage 
in competition with manufacturers overseas. With a 
view to removing this disability application is made that 
such towers should be dutiable as “steel structures ”’ 
under Tariff No. 153. 


(The rate of duty applied to goods of British manufacture 
classed under No. 153 is 21 rupees per ton, or 17 per cent. 
ad valorem, whichever is higher, and to goods not of British 
manufacture the same rate plus 15 rupees per ton.)

UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA. 


PROPOSED TARIFF REDUCTIONS. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Cape Town reports by cable 
that the Budget Speech of the Union Minister of Finance 
on 15th March announced proposals to reduce the Customs 
import duties on some articles of household, personal or 
industrial use not produced in the Union, and to exempt 
threads and yarns, trek-chains, chains for hauling and power 
paraffin from import duty. Parliament is not, however, to 
proceed to legislate on these proposals until after the 
Election (to be held in June). 





UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


HOUSE COMMITTEE ON WAYS AND 
MEANS: TARIFF HEARINGS. 


In the notice given in the “Journal” of 10th January 
(pages 53-4), reference was made to a programme of hearings 
on all the schedules of the United States Tariff Law, to be 
held by the Ways and Means Committee of the United 
States House of Representatives with a view to formulation 
of a Tariff Revision Bill if and when an extra session of 
Congress were called by the incoming President. The 
hearings in question were duly held, from 7th January to 
27th February.

WHEREAS His Majesty was pleased by His Commission 
dated the 4th day of December, 1928, to nominate and 
appoint Her Majesty The Queen, His Royal Highness The 
Prince of Wales, K.G., K.T., K.P., G.C.S.1L, G.C.M.G., 
G.C.LE., G.C.V.0., G.B.E., His Royal Highness The Duke 
of York. K.G., K.T., G.C.V.O., the Most Reverend Father 
in God Cosmo Gordon, Archbishop of Canterbury, the 
Right Honourable Douglas McGarel, Baron Hailsham, 
Lord High Chancellor of Great Britain, and the Right 
Honourable Stanley Baldwin,’ Prime Minister and First 
Lord of the Treasury, or any three of them, during His 
Majesty's illness, to summon and hold on His Majesty’s 
behalf His Privy Council, and to signify thereat His Majesty’s 
approval of any matter or thing to which His Majesty’s 
approval in Council is required : 


AND WHEREAS by sub-section (1) of Section 2 of the 
Merchandise Marks Act, 1926 (16 & 17 Geo. 5 c. 53). it is 
provided that after an enquiry in relation to goods of any 
class or description has on a reference from the appropriate 
Department been held by a Committee appointed for the 
purposes of the said Act and the report of the Committee 
on the matter has been taken into consideration by the 
Department, that Department may, unless it appears to 
them that the trade of the United Kingdom or the trade 
generally of other parts of His Majesty’s Dominions with 
the United Kingdom would be prejudiced if imported goods 
of that class or description for use or consumption in the 
United Kingdom were prohibited to be sold unless they 
bear an indication of origin, make a representation to His 
Majesty that it is desirable that an Order should be made 
under the said Section 2, and His Majesty in Council may 
thereupon, subject to the provisions of the said Act, make 
an Order prohibiting the sale or the exposure for sale in the 
United Kingdom of imported goods of that class or descrip- 
tion unless they bear an indication of origin : 


AND WHEREAS in accordance with the provisions of the 
sail section enquiries in relation to certain classes and 
descriptions of goods, including the goods to which the 
present Order relates, have on references from the appro- 
priate Department, namely, the Board of Trade (hereinafter 
called the Board), been held by a Committee appointed 
for the purposes of the said Act and the reports of that 
Committee have been taken into consideration by the Board : 


AND WHEREAS it does not appear to the Board that the 
trade of the United Kingdom or the trade generally of 
other parts of His Majesty’s Dominions with the United 
Kingdom would be prejudiced if the goods described in 
Parts I. to ILL. of this Order imported for use or consump- 
tion in the United Kingdom were prohibited to be sold 
unless they bear an indication of origin, and the Board have 
accordingly made representations to His Majesty that it is 
desirable that an Order should be made under the said 
Section 2: 


Now, THEREFORE, Her Majesty The Queen, His Royal 
Highness The Prince of Wales, His Royal Highness The 
Duke of York, His Grace the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
The Lord High Chancellor of Great Britain, and the Prime 
Minister and First Lord of the Treasury, being authorised 
thereto by His Majesty's said Commission, in pursuance 
of the powers vested in them by the said section and of all 
other powers enabling them in that behalf, by and with 
the advice of His Majesty’s Privy Council, on His Majesty’s 
behalf are pleased to order, and it is hereby ordered, as 
follows :
